MAYOR'S COLUMN 


December 7th,1966, 

In September of this year, I 
called a Public Meeting to give 
a preliminary explanation of Ur- 
ban Renewal, All land owners 
in the ‘‘Downtown Area’’ were 
invited by registered mail as 
this is the area which will be 
involved in the early schemes, 
As you the ratepayer and citizen 
are also concerned regardless 
of the fact that you may not own 
land or live in the Downtown 
Area I will attempt a consoli- 
dated resume of Urban Renewal, 


WHAT IS URBAN RENEWAL? 

Generally speaking, urban re- 
newal ts an inclusive term which 
is used to describe the process 
of renewing blighted areas of 
the municipality and to improve 
working and living conditions, It 
involves redevelopment, rehab- 
ilitation and conservation, used 
separately or in combination in 
designated areas, Redevel- 
opment ts a program of acquis- 
ition and clearance of blighted or 
substandard areas and the re- 
building of those areas for 
appropriate uses in accordance 
with a General Plan, Rehabil- 
itation, on the other hand, ts a 
program applicable to deterior- 
ating areas not yet in need of 
complete redevelopment, It com- 
bines action by public investment 
and individual owners to improve 
and repair their properties, to- 
gether with municipal action to 
improve community facilities, 
Conservation is in essence, a 
program of action by the mun- 
icipality to prevent detertoration 
of sound areas of the munic- 
ipality by the enforcement of 
occupancy, maintenance and 
toning bylaws, 

rh wf approach a mun- 
icipality takes is interdependent 
h the degree of blight in that 
municipality, Blight can be de- 
fired as a collective term used 
to express the substandard 
nature of an urban area and 
varies from one municipality to 
another, depending on the par- 
theular standards applicable to 
that municipality,

AVAILABLE ASSISTANCE 

There are three steps a mun- 
teipality usually goes through 
in carrying out an urban re- 
newal scheme, 

The iret step is an URKAN 
RENEWAL STUDY, which Is a 
broad examination or urban con- 
ditions intended to identify 
blighted or sub-standard areas 
to determine requirements and to 
formulate an Urban Renewal 
Program, Financial assistance 
for preparing this stuctly is avail- 
able from the Federal Govern- 
nent on approval of the Prov- 
nce in the following amounts - 
73% of the total cost of a study 
for the entire community and 
50% of the total cost of a study 
for a portion of the community, 


The manner of execution of this 
step is dependent on the con- 
tents of a General Plan which

and will include necessary social 
physical and economic studies 
to support the area renewal pro- 
posals, Financial assistance for 
this step is available in Alberta 


from two sources: (a) a Federal

The third and final step is the 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
SCHEME, This usually involves 
acquisition and clearance of land 
actual administration of the 
scheme, the relocation of res- 
idents and provision of utility 
services for the area, Financial 
assistance towards the cost of 
implementing thesheme is avail- 
able in the same proportion as 
in the preparation of the scheme, 
50% Federal grant and 30% Pro- 
vincial grant, As there are 
monies recovered from the sale 
of properties, payment is made 
back to the Federal, Provincial 
and Municipal Governments in 
the same proportion as their 
initial contribution, 


The second step of the St,
